Hi all, noticed a little interest in top band antennas for minimum 
Space. From past experience, I think a short vertical and elevated at 
that is about as best as one can do in a small lot.My best 160 antenna 
was only 8' long! It consisted of a coil made with 1/4 inch copper tubing 
that was a foot in diameter and about 18 inches long, and tried to keep 
about 1/4 inch between turns.Your wondering how I kept this together? 
Well, good old fashioned 1/2 pvc strips cut in half lengthwise and then 
the whole thing was glued ! The most important part of the antenna 
was a 22' diameter top hat made out of a couple of 15meter beam elements. 
Then you have to add some concentric wires on the outer ends and maybe in 
the middle of the "X". For the 8' foot section I used a piece of 
fiberglass tubing but one can use a 2x2 or a piece of heavy duty pvc.I1 
erected this antenna atop a 40' tower and added 3- 1/4 radials, and with 
a little matching at the base(shunt coil), I was on "top band" in style. 
If you don't have enough room for the radials zig zag them around the 
best you can. Shorter elevated radials are still better than a lossy 
ground mounted system. So, have fun on 160, it's a great band for not 
only dx but also local rag chews. The lower you go in frequency the 
greater the ground wave signal..... great for local qrp work. I also have 
made antennas for 160 mobile..... have one in the shack as we speak, and 
will tell about it later.

I've been casually following the discussions about CW contest speeds and CW 
choking during contests and testing. And there are a couple of points that 
I've noticed: 


First, those that complain the loudest about fast CW speeds in contests, are 
those that are not copying at those speeds. 


Second, those that are choking under pressue are either relatively new hams, 
or only miinimal users of CW. 


In the first case, i have to point out that in my (relatively limited) 
experience as a QRPer and a contester, I have found little relationship 
between power levels and CW speed. In other words, with the exception of 
Coherent CW (virtually a mode to itself), if you can copy me at 100 watts and 
25 wpm, you'll copy me just fine at 2 watts and 25 wpm, QRM notwithstanding. 


Having said that, then it's time to face the facts about contesting. Beyond 
snagging the multipliers, the number of QSO's is the object - generate the 
numbers. Which means, that the faster you can work a station, the faster you 
can get to the next station. The more stations you work in a contest, the 


higher your score. Count the beans for yourself. 


This means that given reasonable band conditions, those of us that are capable 
of it, and have our multiplier taken care of, will be moving along at 25-35 
wpm, in a normal contest mode. Frankly, I would slow down and check out the 
Novice/Tech bands, but every time I've done so in the past, I can never find 
more than just a couple of contacts - the economics are better in the faster 
lanes. Sorry ‘bout that. That's just the way it is. Now get over it. 


As to those that are choking under pressure, you've got the wrong picture of 
CW. You folks that have been around for a while and only use CW for contests, 
are completely missing the point. CW is still a valid mode of communications 
(I won't get into that best/worst mode argument - it's irrelevant), and can be 
fairly efficient for our applications. How about practicing your CW skills in 
between the 'tests? Make a couple of Q's on the QRP freqs, and get your ear 
attuned to hearing a little faster CW at less-than-S9 levels. You'll be amazed 
how much better your CW will be in the contests. 


And as for you new folks, you've made the mistake of thinking that you've got 
to be able to go from 0 to 90 in nothing flat. You've missed the point that 
ham radio is a LIFETIME HOBBY. You've got a lifetime to get good at it 
(whatever good is). Dont' expect it to come next week; give it some real time, 
and some honest effort,a s I pointed out above. 


In the meantime, listen to the fast ones two or three times, if need be; once 
you've got all their info, all you have to do is get their attention and send 
them your stuff. If you get into a rhythym in this method it can actually 
quite well too. And at the same time, y6ou're giving yourself plenty of CW 
practice...

Hi gang, 


I want to use a Slinky as a ground mounted helical stretched out 10' on a PVC 
mast. I'd like to to use a tuner (MFJ-901B) at the base feedpoint to tune 
the Slinky and feed with RG-58 to the rig. I'd apporoximated the length to 
be about a half-wavelength for 40M, which means (hopefully) a match on 40M. 


I read in the ARRL Ant Book that if one uses about 15 ground radials it is 
not necessary to make them a quarter wave; a tenth wave will work equally 
well. I was thinking it may be best to have 8 smaller ones (maybe an 
eighth-wave) rather than 3 or 4 quarter-wave radials. I also like the SLV 
radial idea using twinlead or ladder line at a length of 20’. 


Any ideas or suggestions would be greately appreciated. I'll probably just 
build the SLV next spring, but I have the PVC and Slinky, tuner, etc already.

I've been thinking about building a -simple- L network portable tuner for 


1.8-30 Mhz, QRP powers. Just a series inductor and variable cap between the 
antenna post and ground (counterpoise) post. Just two controls and SOME sort 
of simple match indicator. (I have no problem with the L and C values and 
construction) 


I've seen SWR and match indicator projects in ARRL and other Amateur books. 
The thing which strikes me is these all require a lot of fuss to operate and 
to construct... and are large. You could fit a few QRP rigs into some of 
these SWR bridges. 


How about the idea of a simple RF sampling circuit at the radio side of the 


tuner, and just set the tuner for max on the meter? ... no meter 
calibration, bridges or 
forward/reverse switches. I recall seeing a simple "RF Current" meter ina 


LOWfer circuit. The antenna lead went through the center of a toroid core; 
the 10 or 20 turn "secondary" winding went to a diode bridge and DC meter of 
some sort; the more RF current, the greater the deflection. 


I've also heard of using lamps and LEDs as simple, quick tuner indicators. 
Wouldn't lamps soak up valuable milliwatts? 


I think the key is whether a good match (50 ohms to the transmitter) and 
maximum power transfer to the antenna always occur simultaneously... I've 
heard advertiser gossip about some tuners having "false settings", -good 
match indication but little power out.

introduced an annoying side effect. When I key the 49er now I get a loud 
thump in the audio - very impressive when you're wearing headphones. x:-0 
Would the 220 uH choke have solved this problem or do I need to insert an 
audio clipper made from a couple of diodes as was popular in the pre-AVC 

days? Any thoughts out there? (I don't know if this has any influence on 
the problem, but I have also done NASN's audio mod.)

Hi Daniel, I use a balun and therefore I don't wonder or 
worry. In your case above, just take 8 turns of coax at 
the feedpoint and tape them together. Without the balun, 
depending on the length of your coax, the signal emerging 
from the inside surface of the braid may see a lower 
impedance looking back down the outside of the braid than 
it sees looking into the antenna. 


One cannot change ohm's law by keeping the coax in 
the center plane of the antenna.

Re using a number of short radials to replace fewer long radials: 


I've considered trying this to see how it works. Being numbers-oriented by 
nature, my first thought is to do a comparision of the two methods. You could 
get some idea of the relative effectiveness by measuring the feed point 
impedance, first with the fewer long radials, then with the larger number of 
shorties. 


I expect the more effective configuration to show a lower feed point impedance 
(as measured with an Autek RF-1 or MFJ 259). A less effective ground system 
should show a higher feed point impednce ( and maybe a more variable impedance 
as you move around) due to increased loss. 


It's jsut another thing I want to try when I find the time... Maybe xyoux 
could find the time! :-).

There used to be a tuner, from AEA, I think, that did just that. I know 
a couple of local hams that either have one, or did in the recent 
past. They do work. 


In the recent "73" mag with all the QRP stuff (October??) there was a QRP 
tuner with an SWR bridge that had Reverse only, allowing you to dip the 
SWR. You don't care what it is, really, just that it is at a minimum. 


There was a thread on using a field strength meter (FSM) for adjusting 
your tunre in the field, and FSM's can be biult right on the back of 
most any surplus meter, shhot for a 200 uA movement or better. A lot of 
meters that are calibrated for industrial purposes, and will say things 
like PPM, RPM, RATE or what-have you, are actually 50 - 250 uA meters 
with a unique or proprietory face on them. Check in the junk box, at 
flea markets, in friend's junk boxes, etc... Actually, an lod CB radio 
S-Meter will fall in the right range for such a beast, and will a tuning 
meter from a defunct FM tuner. 


If you use a small bulb in series with the feedline/wire, include a 
shorting switch so that you can bypass it and get all them dBm out to 
the ionosphere. I have to admit that matching a wire was easier in the 
Tube Days, but the batteries were a killer!

Once again, you ask a "me too" question, so since I've got 
the equipment at hand, I grabbed a 1N4744A Zener: 15 volts. 
On a bridge (@ 1Khz.), and biased at 10 volts, so that the 
A.C. waveforms shouldn't make it conduct, it measured about 30 pF. 


Couldn't measure the zero-bias capacitance, since the A.C. waveform 
the bridge uses would likely make it conduct, or at least self-bias 
it. In use as a class-C collector clamp, the zener would be biased 
at Vcc anyway. 

Since the power rating of zeners depends a lot on the diodes' 
active area (high-power diodes have larger area) capacitance likely 


scales up with the power rating. A 50 watt zener has a lot more 
Capacitance than the 1 watt 1N4744A. 

So in conclusion, the zener capacitance is likely going to 
be mostly insignificant, on the lower H.F. bands. Up above 20 meters, 
its capacitance would start to affect any filter design between 
the class-C stage and antenna.

Okay, let us consider this Vcb thing a little. The MRF476 has a Vcb of 
36V. Does this mean that the maximum output power we can get out of this 
device before destroying it is:- 


(Vcb * Vcb) / (8 * R) 
where R is the collector load? So, assuming a collector load of 20 ohms, the 
maximum output power that we can squeeze out of this device before its 
destruction would be:- 


36 x 36 / (8 * 20) = 8.1W 


Of course, we would not go anywhere near this in practice. 


Thus, in selecting a zener diode to protect the transistors, the zeners 
should be valued at just under the Vcb, right? To protect an MRF476, for 
example, I'd pick a 35V zener, for example. Would this be about right?
